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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. There is nothing in the specification to show the composition of the ester 
compound or the way the ester compound is formed in the reaction of the diene, the 
dienophile and the carboxylic acid. The Examples do not even mention the ester 
compound. The ingredients claimed do not comprise any ingredient containing a 
hydroxyl group, which is generally essential for the formation of an ester. One of 
ordinary skill in the art, including this examiner, would not know how to get at least 5% 
or 10% ester compound from the above reaction. Applicants are requested to show the 
reaction of the diene and the dienophile with the carboxylic acid resulting in the polymer 
and the ester compound. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 8, 9, 17, 19 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. There are no inorganic carboxylic acids (claim 8). Claims 9 and 17 are indefinite 
because of the phrase "a derivative of a rosin acid". Carbon dioxide is a derivative of 
rosin acid. It is derived by burning. Acrylics are not hydrocarbons (claim 19). 

6. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: matrix polymers. A 
tackifier by itself is not an adhesive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Laurito 4,433,100 or Reichhold 
Chemicals Inc. EP 300 624. 

9. Laurito discloses the reaction product of dicyclopentadiene, a hydrocarbon and a 
fatty acid or a rosin acid in claims 1-7. The hydrocarbons can be cyclic olefins (claims 
11, 14, 17, 18 and 20). Forterpenes see column 11, lines 19-23. Dicyclopentadiene 
concentrations are shown in column 4, lines 65-69, hydrocarbon concentrations in 
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column 28, lines 25-33 and acid concentrations in column 30, lines 13-29. Acid 
numbers can be found in column 32, lines 29-56. Reichhold Chemicals teaches a 
reaction product of a dicyclopentadiene, styrene and rosin acid or maleic anhydride or 
acrylic acid having an acid number of 10-150 in claims 1-3. For disproportionated rosin 
see Example 15. Adhesives are shown in claims 6-8. Concentrations and preferred 
acid numbers are shown on page 3, lines 17-22. Acid concentrations can be found in 
the Examples. There is no ester compound shown, but then there it is not shown in 
applicants' examples either, so it must be inherent in the reaction. All properties are 
inherent in composition and/or the process. In the alternative, it would have been 
obvious to select applicants' dienophiles from a list of equivalents.
